Recent hail storm hurts tobacco crop 



25 acres of leaf suffer 
major storm damage in 
northeast Morgan Co. 

Last Friday evening’s storm northeast 
of West Liberty caused major damage 
to approximately 25 acres of tobacco. 
The storm produced two inches of rain 
and large hail, riddling plants nearing or 
already 
reaching 
the top- 
ping and 
spraying 
stage. 

Most of 
the hail 
damage 
occurred 
for about a 
mile along 
Route 437 
past 
Ferguson 
Branch.

who has grown tobacco for thirty one 
years, stated he had never experienced 
such hail damage so close to harvest. 
“It’s a hard blow. Farming is in my 
blood, but it is times like this that make 
you wonder.” 

Johnny Wright and Scotty Williams 
also suffered extensive hail damage. 
Others such as Travis Cantrell had wind 
damage. 

According to County Ag Agent Sa- 
rah Fannin-Holliday, hail can severely 
damage the large succulent leaves of a 
tobacco plant. 

“While tobacco has a 
substantial ability to compensate for leaf 
loss, there has to be enough time for this 
compensation to occur or yields may be 
drastically reduced. In other words, the 
closer to harvest that hail occurs, as in 
these cases, the more yield will be re- 
duced.” 

Quality will also be affected to some 
extent due to the tattered leaves.

State rejects 
magistrates’ 
budget; tax 
back on table 

The make-shift, bare bones budget 
devised and adopted last month by a 
majority of Morgan County’s magis- 
trates to avoid a proposed payroll tax 
was “knocked back to square one” last 
week when state officials discovered 
they had approved it on the basis of er- 
roneous information provided by the 
magistrates. 

As a result, it appears that not only is 
the magistrate’s budget no longer bal- 
anced as required by law, but the fiscal 
court has no way to pay for housing the 
county’s jail inmates through the remain- 
der of the fiscal year short of mortgag- 
ing county property to borrow the nearly 
$300,000 needed, or by adopting an oc- 
cupational (payroll) tax, or increasing 
the county’s insurance premium tax 
from 1 3/4 percent to as high as 10 per- 
cent, or a combination of all three. 

Despite the dire consequences if not 
fixed, the court, at a special meeting 
called Tuesday to address the issue, 
deadlocked along the lines that led to the 
debacle, with three of the five magis- 
trates adamantly opposed to any type of 
tax, even though the prospect of mort- 
gaging county property to borrow 
money to meet the jail obligations was 
See CO.

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States put belts 
on school buses 

“Texas just decided that 
school kids should be strapped 
into buses equipped with lap and 
shoulder belts. California, 
Llorida, Louisiana, New York 
and New Jersey require seat belts 
on new school buses, too,” re- 
ports Tony Lang of Gannett 
News Service. 

“Yet most school districts 
across the country don’t require 
seat belts on school buses — 
largely because of cost and low 
fatality rates that say the big yel- 
low bus already is safe. But sen- 
timent may be changing. New 
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federal guidelines due this fall are 
expected to propose voluntary 
standards for the use of belts. 
That’s a shift in long-standing 
policy.” 

Each year, U.S. children suf- 
fer about 17,000 injuries related 
to school buses, “a rate up to 
three times more than expected,” 
Lang reports, citing research by 
Columbus Children’s Hospital in 
Ohio. And he suggests that “rare 
crash video from inside a Grant 
County, Ky., bus” could spur 
states to require belts. The video 
“shows little kids being flung to 
one side then the other, as drug- 
impaired driver Angelynna 
Young swerves. No one was 
killed in the crash. But all 17 kids 
were sent to hospitals ...” 

Young pleaded guilty last 
month to two counts of assault, 
eight counts of drug possession 
and 15 counts of wanton endan- 
germent. She tried to withdraw 
her plea this month, and denied 
she was high at the time of the 
crash, but the judge refused her 
request and sentenced her to 22 
years in prison. The video was 
played at the sentencing, reports 
Jamie Baker-Nantz in the Grant 
County News.

discussed at some length with the 
county treasurer asked to deter- 
mine the interest, amortization 
period, etc. 

At the meeting, both Judge 
Executive Tim Conley and 
County Treasurer Tom Phipps 
told the court that the county’s 
financial woes are compounded 
by the fact that it is currently 
$60,000- $70,000 in arrears on 
its jail bills and told the magis- 
trates that actions “is needed 
now” to rectify the budget. 
“We’ve got to pay our bills,” 
both said. 

But three magistrates balked. 
When faced with the choices pre- 
sented. Magistrate Denzil Potter 
moved to adjourn the meeting. 
When Judge Conley refused to 
entertain the motion, stating that 
the budget “has to be fixed and 
we have the opportunity to fix it 
and move on,” Potter and Mag- 
istrate Randy Cantrell walked 
out of the meeting (both later re- 
turned), and Magistrate Stanley 
Riggsby stated that he thought a 
decision should be delayed until 
the court had time to give it more 
consideration. 

With state finance officials 
present and advising that adop- 
tion of a payroll tax would be the 
quickest way to get the budget 
back into compliance, Magistrate 
Frankie Spencer made a motion, 
seconded by Magistrate Burton 
Stacy to adopt the originally-pro- 
posed 1 percent payroll tax. The 
vote ended in a tie with Spencer, 
Stacy, and Judge Conley voting 
aye and Potter, Cantrell, and 
Riggsby voting no. 

With the 1 tax off the table,

Stacy made a motion, seconded 
by Spencer, to adopt a 1/2 per- 
cent payroll tax to take care of 
immediate obligations. Included 
in the motion was a stipulation 
that an increase in the insurance 
premium tax be adopted when it 
becomes permissible next year, 
at which time the payroll tax 
would be removed. The motion 
was defeated with Magistrates 
Potter, Cantrell, and Riggsby 
voting no and Stacy, Spencer, 
and Conley voting aye. 

Then, unexplainably, on a 
motion by Riggsby, seconded by 
Potter, the court voted 3 to 2, 
with Stacy abstaining, to table 
action on resolutions to free up 
coal severance tax funds the 
court had previously frozen but 
had voted to allot at its last meet- 
ing for four fire departments, 
ARH, and for equipment for the 
jailer. 

Stating that the court had be- 
fore it the ways in which it can 
“fix” the budget, Judge Conley 
set Friday at 9:00 a.m. as the date 
for another special meeting to 
consider them, and “as many 
(special meetings) as it takes to 
get it right.” 

State officials at the meeting 
told the court that $299,000 in 
coal severance tax money the 
magistrates had budgeted to pay 
this year’s jail costs by law can- 
not be approved for that purpose, 
and leaves a big hole in the bud- 
get. 

According to Fonnie 
Campbell, a state local finance 
officer in the Governor’s Office 
of Focal Development (GOFD), 
the severance tax money cannot 
be used to pay recurring bills. 
Campbell said state officials un- 
derstood from the magistrates 
that the county had a set contract 



for a specific amount of money 
with Rowan County to house 
Morgan’s inmates. But upon re- 
view, he said, it was discovered 
that while the fiscal court has an 
agreement with Rowan County 
to house inmates, it is on a per 
diem basis, with no set amount 
specified, and thus does not 
qualify as a contract for a set 
amount of money. 

Said Campbell: 

“The GOFD stance is that 
you’re not going to be able to use 
that coal severance money for 
jail bills. One reason was the stat- 
ute says that this has to be a non- 
recurring expense, and also it has 
to be for a set amount. 

“The contract we saw (did not 
have a set amount for that con- 
tract — it was for a per-diem 
amount, not for a set amount, 
which as you all know can vary 
from year to year, depending on 
how many prisoners you have. 
Saying that, I think we have to 
move to a different option. 

“Basically, we have three op- 
tions, which we’re advising you 
to look at. 

“One is to try to cut as much 
as you can to balance the bud- 
get. Right now, we’re looking at 
a $299,000 hole we’ve got to 
plug to be able to to make it 
through this year with a balanced 
budget. I’ll be honest with you; 
there’s not a lot that you can cut 
that isn’t mandated by law. The 
only thing that I can see that you 
can cut is your health insurance. 
We’re not saying you have to cut 
your health insurance. 

“Honestly, you’re going to 
have a hard time making it 
through — especially your road 
fund with what cuts you have 
right now. 

“If you can’t cut, as you all 
know, you’ve got to raised rev- 
enue. And right now the main, 
immediate source of revenue is 
your occupational tax. I know 
you have been deadlocked on 
that issue, and may still be dead- 
locked on that issue; that’s up to 
you all to figure out. The occu- 
pational tax will bring you in 
immediate revenue. You can put 
it on by an ordinance and start 
collecting it in a month or two, 

“Fet’s go to the second op- 
tion. That’s your insurance pre- 
mium tax. The thing about the 
insurance premium tax is you’re 
under a time limit on that (and 
cannot realize any revenue im- 
mediately). You have to put it on 
100 days before the end of the 
fiscal year. Right now, you’re not 
going to be able to realize any 
revenue until July 1 of 2008. 

The third option, which is a 
technicality and actually you’d 
put yourself further in debt. But 
if you go out and borrow money 
to pay for housing your county 
prisoners, what you’re doing is 
going under a contract for a debt 
source for a particular time pe- 
riod. And then that’s when you 
could use your coal severance 
money (to pay off a non-recur- 
ring contract). But the thing to 
keep in mind is you’re going fur- 
ther in debt by going out and 
borrowing money and you’re 
using all your coal severance 
money for the year, And there’s 
a real possibility that when the 
General Assembly meets again, 
you’re not going to be able to 
even qualify for this money. It’s 
a one-shot deal. It has to be non-

Novel reading, post-Harry Potter 



Harry Potter’s fan are as ex- 
cited as the students on the open- 
ing day of Hog warts. What will 
become of their bespectacled 
hero? The answer is revealed in 
the final book of the series which 
was released July 14. But here’s 
a question for the Harry faithful. 
What will become of them as 
readers? 

If only the boy wizard’s last 
trick were to turn them all into 
habitual and lifelong readers of 
literature — an endangered spe- 
cies in America. That special, al- 
most sacred time preserved for an 
intimate and imaginative journey 
of reader and author is losing out 
to need-to-know informational 
reading and electronic entertain- 
ment. 

The literary world can argue 
whether J.K. Rowling’s books 
qualify as “real” literature. Too 
formulaic, say some (but aren’t 
sonnets also formulas?) In any 
case, the books have moved 
through U.S. society (and the 
world) in a way similar to the 
serial works of Charles Dickens. 
Throngs waited on New York 
docks, yelling questions about 
the fate of “little Nell” to sailors 
whose ship carried copies of 
“The Old Curiosity Shop.” 

In the same way, millions of 
children — and adults — got 



hooked on Harry (325 million 
copies have sold worldwide; 
121.5 million in the U.S.). 
They’ve read aloud to one an- 
other, and by flashlight under the 
covers. It was unheard of, but 
kids lined up for the books, then

churned through hundreds of 
pages. Reading proponents were 
rightly thrilled at the interest, but 
it remains to be seen what be- 
comes of it. 

A landmark study by the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts 
has shown reading of literature 
on a steep decline, with less than 
half of U.S. adults reading a 
novel, short story, poem, or play 
in 2004 (the most recent data 
available). The percentage of 
children who read for pleasure 
plunges as they get older. Federal 
statistics show no difference in 
the drop-off of such reading for 
young people before Harry Pot- 
ter (1998), and the release of the 
fifth book in the series (2005). 

Reversing the trend must in- 
volve greater recognition of the 
value of reading literature. Like 
art, it can turn two- dimensional 
living into 3-D life, allowing an 
individual to unplug from the 



everyday world and connect with 
a creative one — rich in texture 
and meaning, intrigue or adven- 
ture. 

By its nature, reading litera- 
ture requires a certain stillness. 
But if many Americans can’t 
even find the time for a vacation 
break, when will they ever stop 
long enough for a novel? 

Americans also need to be 
prodded. When they are still in 
school, young people can be en- 
couraged by parents and teach- 
ers, who take them to the library 
or assign summer reading lists. 

As adults, they may be in- 
spired by book reviews (alas, 
newspapers are cutting way back 
on that — a sadly ironic trend 
since book readers belong to the 
larger reader family). They can 
join a book club, or their town 
may sponsor a program for read- 
ing selected books. 

“The Big Read,” launched by 
the National Endowment for the 
Arts in 2006, encourages com- 
munities to join in reading one 
work of American literature. The 
program is growing rapidly . 

The Harry Potter series may 
be over, but it doesn’t have to 
close the chapter on reading.

recurring. If you do it this time, 
you’re never going to be able to 
do it again, even under the cur- 
rent statute. And the statute may 
change with a good possibility 
that it will not even be allowed 
for debt service. 

“You can put on an insurance 
tax and go out and do some short- 
term borrowing and pay that 
short-term borrowing off with 
your coal severance money. But 
you cannot carry over short-term 
debt from one fiscal year to an- 
other. So if you don’t put on in- 
creased revenue, then if you go 
out and borrow money, you’re 
going to have to pay that back in 
June, which with your resources, 
it’s going to be virtually impos- 
sible to do. 

“So, those are the three sce- 
narios we’ve come up with to try 
to help you out of this situation. 
But as it stands now, we cannot 
approve the jail contract with 
using the coal severance money. 

“There’s going to be a point 
— it’s probably going to come 
sooner than later — that you’re 
not going to be able to pay your 
bills, and I know that we have 
already received some phone 
calls from some counties (about 



Morgan County’s jail debt). 
They’re wanting to get their 
money. There’s probably going 
to be a point where they’re not 
going to take your prisoners if 
you can’t pay your bills. The 
longer this plays out, the more 
likely you’ll face major cutbacks. 

“Right now, you don’t have a 
balanced budget because you 
can’t use that $299,000 coal sev- 
erance money to fill the hole.” 

Campbell said he believes the 
erroneous information upon 
which his department agreed ini- 
tially would permit the use of the 
coal severance money to pay for 
housing prisoners was a mistake 



made in good faith. “I don’t like 
to place blame,” he said. “We’ll 
take our share of the responsibil- 
ity for it. But I like to look for- 
ward and move on.” 

He acknowledged that the 
magistrate’s budget was “just a 
band- aid to get you through . . . 
You can’t do it again. 

In response to Magistrate 
Spencer, who asked, “Will the 
state shut us down?” Campbell 
said, “No. We’re going to work 
with you . . .But there will come 
a point in time ...”

“Tap-on fees are currently

Iris Holbrook vividly recalls a 
conversation with her daughter 
back in 2004 during which she 
unknowingly issued a self-fulfill- 
ing prophecy on becoming a 
physical therapy assistant. 

Although Iris had been work- 
ing comfortably in an office job 
at a West Liberty manufacturing 
plant for three years, she con- 
fessed to her college-student 
daughter that she would like to 
attend college and pursue a medi- 
cal career if the opportunity arose. 

“Two weeks later, I got a let- 
ter saying the plant was being 
closed,” Iris says. “I took that as 
a sign that it was time to do this.” 

Iris had a clear idea of the ca- 
reer she wanted to pursue, but 
lacked the resources necessary to 
pay for her college training. The 
Workforce Investment Act (WIA) 
Dislocated Worker program 
opened up a world of opportunity 
that allowed iris to achieve her 
goal of a medical career. 

“When I said I would like to 
go to college, I wasn’t thinking 
that the opportunity would actu- 
ally be there,” Iris says. “It was 
something that happened for 
other people all the time, not me. 
WIA changed that.” 



Iris, now 43, began working as 
a physical therapy assistant in 
June at Morgan County ARH. 
She helps patients at the hospital 
recover from injuries and manage 
chronic pain, and travels through- 
out the county providing physi- 
cal therapy care to homebound 
patients. 

Iris says she thrives on having 
the opportunity to actively pursue 
what she calls a “helping career.” 

“I can see them changing and 
improving day by day,” Iris says. 
“That progress makes me feel 
good, because it reminds me that 
I really am helping them and 
changing their lives.” 

Iris is grateful for the WIA 
help that changed her life. Soon 
after the layoff was announced in 
May 2004, officials from the 
Kentucky Office of Employment 
and Training held a meeting at the 
manufacturing plant to help em- 
ployees get on track toward train- 
ing for new careers. Iris was re- 
ferred to the Gateway Commu- 
nity Service Organization in West 
Liberty to find out how the WIA 
Dislocated Worker program and 
federal Trade Act could help her 
re-train for a new career. 

The Gateway office is an ac- 
cess point for the JobSight net- 
work, a collaborative partnership 



of workforce and training agen- 
cies administered by the Eastern 
Kentucky Concentrated Employ- 
ment Program, Inc. (EKCEP). 
EKCEP - a Hazard-based non- 
profit agency - administers WIA 
and Trade Act services, and other 
workforce development pro- 
grams in 23 Eastern Kentucky 
counties. The Trade Act provides 
assistance for workers whose jobs 
move to foreign countries. 

Iris chose to train full-time to 
become a physical therapy assis- 
tant. She began her studies at 
Hazard Community and Techni- 
cal College’s Lees College Cam- 
pus in Jackson and completed her 
studies at the college’s main cam- 
pus in Hazard, earning an 
associate’s degree in applied sci- 
ence in May. 

WIA and Trade Act fund cov- 
ered Iris’s tuition and textbook 
fees, and even picked up the fee 
for Iris’s licensing exam with the 
Kentucky State Board of Physi- 
cal Therapy, according to Sidney 
Castle, Iris’s WIA career adviser. 
This financial help allowed Iris to 
use other financial assistance to 
cover the additional cost of her 
daily gas, food and other ex- 
penses during her college expe- 
rience. Iris says that assistance 
was critical because of the two-

New, hardy chestnut trees to take root 



Fungus-resistant hybrid 
will spread, officials say; 
old type nearly died out 

The Associated Press reported 
in a story last week that the chest- 
nut tree that once faced the same 
fate as Longfellow’s village 
smithy is spreading again along 
Appalachia’s strip-mined 

mountainsides. 

At a recent ceremony in 
Washington led by Interior Sec- 
retary Dirk Kempthome, officials 
said some tree-growing global- 
ization helped with the accom- 
plishment. Secretary 

Kempthorne called the chestnut 
“a tree so majestic that it is called 
the ‘Redwood of the East.’” 

Scientists are producing 
blight-resistant trees by crossing 
American and Chinese chestnuts. 

The Chinese variety can with- 
stand the Asian fungus that first 
infected this nation’s 4 billion 
American chestnuts around 1904 
in New York City, and wiped 
nearly all of them out. 

“After a period of up to 30 
years, this leads to trees that are 
100 percent blight-resistant and 



94 percent American,” said Mar- 
shal Case, president of the 
American Chestnut Foundation 
in Bennington, Vt. “American 
chestnut likes the new advanced 
mine reforestation practices, and 
is proving it with remarkable 
growth.” 

During the ceremony, 
Kempthorne and Case each 
hefted a shovelful of dirt to help 
plant a sprightly American-Chi- 
nese tree outside the Interior De- 
partment. 

The occasion was the 30th 
anniversary of the Surface Min- 
ing Control and Reclamation Act 
of 1977, through which the gov- 
ernment has tried to turn former 
coal mining sites into grasslands 
and hardwood forests. 

The American chestnut once 
flourished on 200 million acres 
of eastern woodlands, about the 
size of California and Maine 
combined. The woodlands 
stretched from Maine to Florida, 
and to the Ohio Valley. Now, few 
tree-size chestnuts remain; the 
tallest, at 60 feet, is found in Ken- 
tucky, the foundation says. It is 
in Webster County, south of 



Owensboro. 

Coal-mining industry em- 
ployees, university researchers, 
schoolchildren and other volun- 
teers led by Case’s foundation 
have planted more than 3,000 
chestnuts in seven Appalachian 
states, Kempthorne said. That’s 
helping turn around the fate of 
“the spreading chestnut tree” in 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow’s 
1 840 paean to the village black- 
smith. 

“The coal fields of Appalachia 
match up almost perfectly with 
what once was the natural range 
of the American chestnut,” 
Kempthorne said. “We have dis- 
covered that chestnuts grow 
twice as fast on the loosely 
packed soils commonly found on 
reclamation sites. This bodes 
very well for what is about to 
occur.”

Gibson, Mrs. Oshie Caskey, Mrs. Malva Stacy, Mrs. 
Lucille Walter, Lena Haney, Mrs. Reva Henry, Mrs. 
Glenn Lacy, Mrs. Mabel Amyx, Mrs. Bernice 
Henry, and Mrs. Anos Conley. Byron Lewis was 
the principal and Walton Jones was superintendent 
of schools. 




Wendell Nickell built a new post office build- 
ing in 1957. I started work in the old post office, 
now Paul Franklin’s Barber Shop, in 1956. The 
following year, we moved into the new building. 
Pete Rose had a grocery store in one side of the 
building, right, which was later incorporated into 
the main post office before I retired in 1984. 




After we moved out of the old post office, Paul 
Franklin moved into the building in 1958, and 
opened a barber shop, and has been there ever since!

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Local missionaries travel to Mexico to 



support needy people in Matamoros

A group of local missionaries 
from Morgan, Rowan and Wolfe 
counties recently traveled to 
Mexico to support a growing 
Latin American ministry by re- 
pairing churches and delivering 
supplies to the needy. 



Eight members of Index Com- 
munity Church, Woodsbend 
Community Church, Grace Bap- 
tist Church and Assembly of Faith 
Church, all of Morgan County, 
and Victory Christian Church, of 
Rowan County, went to 
Matamoros, Mexico, June 12-19, 
after a visit from a Mexican mis- 
sionary inspired them to share 
their faith with the neighboring 
country. 



Middleman Ministries Direc- 
tor Rosie Gonzales visited several 
Morgan County churches in May 
to raise awareness of the mission 
group, prompting Emily and Rob- 
ert Bolin (Woodsbend Commu- 
nity Church), Glois Havens and 
Charlotte Stacy (Index Commu- 
nity Church), Chad Caskey (As- 
sembly of Faith Church), Aerial 
Frederick (Grace Baptist Church) 
and Kevin Dell and Bill McCoy 
(Victory Christian Church) to do- 
nate their time to the mission 
field. 

The group flew from Louis- 
ville to Harlingen, Tx., where 
Gonzales met and transported 
them over the border to 
Matamoros (near Brownsville, 
Tx.), where they stayed in an 
apartment built several years ear- 
lier by a previous missionary. 

“The missionary trip was an 
amazing experience,” Glois Ha- 
vens said. “We stayed on site so 
we could spend time with the 
people we were helping. Every- 
one got to know each other and 
we also completed some very im- 
portant mission work.” 

That work included painting 
and repairing the ministry’s 
church, Manos del Alfarero

(“Hands of the Potter”), door-to- 
door ministries, delivering food 
and clothing to the needy and 
cleaning up a Matamoros dump. 

Havens said the dump clean- 
up revealed the extremity of 
Mexican poverty. 

“I learned that people in 
Mexico are either very rich or 
very poor - there is no middle 
ground,” Havens said. “Several 
town people came to the dump to 
search through the garbage for 
food, clothing and other neces- 
sary items we take for granted in 
America. Fortunately we were 
able to provide them fresh gro- 
ceries and clean clothes while we 
were there.” 

Charlotte Stacy said Mexican 
people also have a great spiritual 
need.

Mexico have never been intro- 
duced to Jesus Christ as their sav- 
ior,” Stacy said.

Emily Bolin, who has also 
traveled on two mission trips to 
Honduras, said altruism is a cru- 
cial aspect of mission work.

Bolin said. “Mission work sim- 
ply lets God’s love reflect through 
you, and God loves everyone.

Drivers beware: students 
are returning to classes

caution once school buses return 
to the county’s highways.

how important it is for motorists 
to watch out for stopped school 
buses,” said Secretary Bill 
Nighbert. “There is always an 
adjustment period for drivers 
when classes resume, as they get 
used to school bus routes and 
stops that haven’t been there for 
the past few months. Drivers 
need to be extremely attentive as 
they share the road with school 
buses.” 

Kentucky law requires all traf- 
fic, both oncoming and follow- 
ing, to stop for a school bus load- 
ing or unloading passengers 
when the bus’ stop sign is ex- 
tended and its red flashers are on. 
The only exception is for four- 
lane divided highways, where 
oncoming traffic is not required 
to stop. Modern school buses are 
also equipped with yellow flash- 
ers that serve to warn following 
or oncoming drivers that a stop 
is imminent. 

“Our law enforcement offi- 
cials and our judicial system take 
violations of this law very seri- 
ously,” said Tim Hazlette, who is 
chairman of the Governor’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee on Highway 
Safety and commissioner of the

“By being observant, driv- 
ers can not only help keep our 
schoolchildren safe, but they save 
themselves the cost and inconve- 
nience of an expensive traffic ci- 
tation.” 

Many mornings the first few 
weeks of school are foggy, and 
the sun rises later each day as the 
days get shorter. These factors can 
combine to reduce visibility on 
the Commonwealth’s school bus 
routes.

Approximately 34 percent of 
tribes distributed payments to 
tribal members the report 
showed. The state led with more 
than $7.7 billion in revenue last 
year than California, Connecticut 
and Florida. A handful of new fa- 
cilities are being developed by 
tribes in Michigan, Washington, 
New York and Wyoming. 

An interesting “Okie style” 
sport is held annually in Pauls 
Valley (vineyard country), Okla. 
The official site is at Bob’s Pig 
Shop, where families may enjoy 
a catfish dinner. 

The “Noodling” champion 
will be chosen among some of the 
country’s best sportsmen. An 
unofficiall poll found that less 
than 5 percent out of 10 had ever 
heard the term noodling. Only a 
reference in Wickepedia, “Noo- 
dling is the sport of fishing for 
catfish using one’s bare hands. 
The noodler reaches into a 
catfish’s hole, under a stump and 
tries to grasp the fish by his 
mouth, or gill cover. He attempts 
to resurface with the quarry in 
tow.” This may require extraor- 
dinary efforts, or sometimes it 
may be impossible; that’s the 
challenge. 

“In 1854, miners were return- 
ing from the California gold rush. 
They were ready to ford the Salt 
Fork of the Arkansas River when 
they saw hostile Indians rushing 
up for an attack, using the red 
bluffs near the river banks. As a 
landmark, the miners took no 
chances, wrapping more than 
1,400 pounds of gold in buffalo 
hides and then burying it. There 
was only one miner survivor af- 
ter the battle, who quickly 
sketched out a map before the In- 
dians returned. 



Sheldon, a homesteader, came 
into possession of the miner’s 
map in 1904. Sheldon made a 
small income as a piano tuner at 
Ft. Cobb. He bought a section of 
land east of the Cherokee for 
$400, near the salt flats where the 
map said the gold had been bur- 
ied. He took on a partner to help 
with the digging. They found an 
old metal rod at the gold burial 
site. He drilled on the site and re- 
port revealed bits of buffalo hide 
and a little bit of gold. 

Excited, he hurried back to his 
acreage, only to find his drill gone 
as well as his new partner. 
Sheldon spent the next 25 years 
searching for the site again, with- 
out any recollection of where it 
had been. Then in 1940, the Okla- 
homa Planning and Resources 
Board seized his property for the 
construction of a dam that would 
form the Great Salt Lake. The 
board reimbursed Sheldon, giv- 
ing him $350 for the 20 acres - 
$50 less than what he had paid 
for it in 1905.

Postal money orders: 
safe and convenient 
way to send funds 

Need to send cash to a college 
student as the new school year 
rapidly approaches? Or looking 
for another way to pay bills? 
Don’t overlook the convenience 
of postal money orders, says Post- 
master Armintie Jones at Ophir. 

“Postal money orders are 
available in amounts up to $1,000 
and are a safe alternative to send- 
ing cash through the mail,” she 
said. “For $1.05, money orders in 
amounts up to $500 can be pur- 
chased. For money orders valued 
at more than $500 and up to 
$1,000, the fee is $1.50. They’re 
available at any Post Office or 
from rural carriers.” 

Postal money orders can be 
cashed at most banks in the U.S. 
and at any one of 38,000 Post 
Offices nationwide. They have no 
expiration date regardless of 
when they’re issued. Postal 
Money Orders are safe to use be- 
cause they have many security 
features that help distinguish be- 
tween real and counterfeit notes. 
Just like U.S. currency, they are 
specially designed with different 
colored inks, watermarks, and 
security thread in the paper. 

Postmaster Jones says if 
money orders are damaged, lost 
or stolen, they can be replaced. 
To apply for replacement, simply 
present the customer receipt at the 
Post Office. She advises filling 
out the money order immediately 
after purchase and keeping the 
receipt in a safe location. The re- 
placement of blank postal money 
orders cannot be guaranteed. 

International money orders are 
just as convenient, safe and af- 
fordable. The maximum value is 
set by the destinating country, but 
they can generally be valued up 
to $700. 

A current government-issued 
or state-issued picture identifica- 
tion is required for money order 
purchases of $3,000 or more in a 
single day.
